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1. Tour attention is called to KAY-406, dated 17 February 1948, 
cable number Visn 12C6, which contained information regarding 
Father £3HKAl*s trip to Hone and hie conversations there with impor- 
tant Tatican officials on the Church^ attitude towards the present 
situation in Hungary. Fr. K3HKAI had left Budapest for Bone in the 
middle of; January 194-8 and passed through Vienna, He returned to 
Vienna on IS February on hie way bach to Budapest. 3ach time he 
stopped in Vienna he got into contact with CIC, which facilitated his 
trip. Mr. Imhof of CIC dealt with Fr. KSBKAI and reported to us the 
following information of OS interest. 

2. During the period Fr. ESHSAI was in Rome, he had the impres- 
sion that a certain Hungarian named Johann GEH3R was following him 
around and checking up on his activities. Fr. XJESKKl knew that GiEHB 
had once worked for a "Captain* Aradi of the American Intelligence 
Service. On one occasion Fr. ESBKAI reported to the American authori- 
ties in Budapest that he had reason to believe that gfiST&B is now 
working for the Soviets, Hr. Imhof instructed the priest to repeat 
such a warning to the Americans in Budapest upon his (ESHEAl's) return. 
If Fr. KSR1CAI returns to Vienna, ha will again contact CIC. Ho indi- 
cated, however, that he did not expect to return to Austria in the 
near future. It is to be noted that Fr. K2HJCAI does not wish that 
other agencies loam that he is in touch with CIC. Any persons who 
contact triftKAl in the future should not indicate prior knowledge of 
his (iivRSJJ »s) contact with the Americans. 

3. SftAwn-ifliag the information on Johann GKES3B submitted by Fr. 
K2R2LAI, C D has the following clarification to make. In the late 
winter of 1945 and early spring of 1946, Mr. Aradi, acting in the 
interests of this station, was in touch with a member of a Hungarian 
Catholic Touth group named Janos CSSS. This young man, whose code 
name was Jones, offered to supply economic, political and military ' 
information about the Hungarian Communist Party end the Soviet occu- 
pational forces In Hungary. He claimed to have a group of sealoue 
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young people who could assist him in the collection of such informa- 
tion. Jones actually did ^ t *o» information, the raise of which 
could not he dete reined by CZ 3 On one of his trips to Tieana 
Jones brought with him a young Jesuit priest named Tr. Sosa I2AT, 

This priest, to whom the code name "Dubois” was assigned, was a 
leading person in the Catholic Touth a or ament in Sungary and head of 
•Jones* group) he was on his way to Bose where he intended to contact 
higher Jesuit authorities, At about the sans time Jones reported 
that he had been contacted by the BXS in Budapest and recruited to 
spy against the Oathollc Touth movement. By agreement with the BIS 
to whom Jones had indicated that he intended to travel to Borne, Jones 
was assigned the mission of penetrating the Vatican and Hungarian 

In Bona* The details of this affair are not very distinct In 
C 3 mind but could be obtained from a study of the Irving Smith 
Project (Professor) file in Home end in Washington. The Vienna station 
offered to turn over this operation to the Borne of flea which agreed to 
run Jones through the agent knowrvj ce the ”ProfeBsor.” The entire 
project, which developed out of t|ie Irving Smith Project, la outlined 
In a memorandum fra 8 JUHT, Austria, to SAXHT, Borne, dated 19 Pebruary 
1946, 8 ubjeott "Janos 0KER, SI Agent Travelling to Berne.” 

4 . A cheeh of the cable traffic concerning this project indicates 

that the following cables were sent In connection with the "Jones- 
Dubois” mission to Borne: Vi an 936, dated 86 March 1946, Vlen 964, 

dated 1 April 1946, and Vlen 997, dated 5 April 1946; also Bams 3 d, 

In Kareh 1946, Jones and Dubois set out for Borne together in the train 
leaving Vienna with travel documents supplied by this office. On the 
way across the demarcation line between the American and Soviet tones 
of Austria, Dubois was arrested by the Soviets because his papers were 
net completely satisfactory. Dubois was removed from the train, but 
Jones was permitted to proceed undisturbed to Bose, where he reported 
to the Professor, Meanwhile, Dubois eluded the Soviet guards on the 
sans day, made his way bad to Vienna and was flown to Borne % an 
American military plane, 

5. 3 talked briefly with Jonee In one of t>* fc***-^e of the 

Society of Jos us in Borne In April 1946, Suoeequeutly 3 learned 

from Hr, Arad! and the Professor that Jones had failed In W* mission 
and had proved difficult to handle. He was dropped by the L ^station. 
The Professor also Indicated that Dubois would be dlnlsscd fra the 
Society of Jesus because of serious faults In hie character. 

6. In October 1947, C- Z3 and pr 2. were entering the American 
Legation on the Boltmunngasse, Vienna IX, when they noted Jones vho 

- was ringing the ball of the Jesuit monastery next door t* **• building 
in wfcioh the Legation Is located, Jonee lecognissd both ^ ^ i end 

C- 3 at once mt «i*nifled hie recognition by bowing hie head, 

Heither C 3 nor Id 3 returned the greeting. On 14 Xovembcr 1947, 
^ J^was informed by the reoeptionlet at the Legation that a 
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wished to speak to him. Vet realising who the visitor was,

7. The following description of the conversation which than ensued 
la taken free a aeno rendu* for the files which w Jk prepared on 
17 Uoveaber 1947; 



"O3E01 stated that he had lived for gobs tine In Italy ad 
Pranoe and that hie wife and child had now returned to 
Budapest. He himself had been In Budapest In 1947 and 
then had cons out becauas of difficulties with the 0 e»- 
mwiate ad was trying to return to Italy. He ashed 
c 3 for 5.000 schillings to send to his f sally la 
Budapest. C J refused this request, stating that 
was no longer In a ooaition to supply money since the 
nature of his and C ^. ’s business had changed sad 

since he no had goveraasnt funds to hand out* At 

this ooint t- stated ♦’hat the connection between Jones 
and CL ^ and C J3 had ceased in 1946, fuU pay- 

ment nad been made, and we had every reason to be dissat- 
isfied with the results of our connection. Subject stated, 
that he actually felt that C- 3 would be interested to 
learn the following facts, he then gave the following 
account. 

■In January 1947 Jones had returned to Budapest. He was net 
disturbed until March when he was arrested on the street 
and taken to the Andrassy Utka 60, the address of tbs 
Hungarian Political Folios. There he was questioned con- 
cerning his contacts abroad, the reason for hit leaving 
Hungary, and questioned particularly as te why he had 
entered the Hungarl an-Hnssl an cultural society In the fall 
of 1945 and had then left it. Jones claims! he had entered 
the society bo cause he wished to acquire certain taperlenoee 
about the world and had been thrown out several months later. 
As a consequence , he had gone abroad to conplete*liis educa- 
tion. Thereupon, he was released. A month or two later 
Jones was picked up again and interrogated; this tine in 
particular regarding his contacts with Aradl Who was de- 
scribed as a Hungarian who travelled about wearing am 
American uniform. Jones claimed that he did net knew Aradl 
until the latter was Identified as the former editor of the 
magasin* Tlrgllla,* and the interrogators produced substan- 
tial evidence proving that they knew definitely subject had 
been In contact with Aradl. Bs was again released and 
remained undisturbed although ha noted that he was kept 
under observation and that people kept following hie around. 
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"In dd- August Jones was arrested as he m leering the 
hone of & friend in one of the Budapest suburbs, end vas 
drlrsa about this city In a closed ear. Bis eyes vers 
blindfolded and he was brought Into a building which nay 
hare been indrassy Utka 60 or the Russian I.S. headquarters 
In the Hotel Britannia. (Cosnssnt: Jones was not certain 
of this point.) Koch to Jones 1 surprise, the interrogators, 
who were probably Russian but who spoke flawless Hungarian, 
without saying a word sat Jones down In a chair. They then 
proceeded to play a record which consisted of the exact 
conversation which Jozies had had with Aredi In ths spring 
of 1946 in the American headquarters in Vienna* Joaaa 
stated that he remembered exactly the details of this coif 
vereation. Be recalled that during this cenrsrsatlon Aradl 
had asked him for details of his knowledge of ths prunes d^ 
lags within ths Rongarlas^Susslon cultural society, fhe 
Russians played back only the beginning of this converter 
tlon and did not reach this last point. They Insistently 
Interrogated Jones regarding the person with whoa he had 
held this conversation. Jones claimed that hs did net give 
any Information and was then told to sleep In the bath tub 
that night, and after additional Interrogation on the next 
day was then released. 

"After listening to this story, C 1 openly expreseed hie 
skepticism as to the detail A cited end again repeated that 
we had finished our part in this bustm** «*d had so inten- 
tion of paying out any more money. c ^ then dismissed 
Jones, who left without any visible emotion." 

8. In view of the Information reported by hr. XSSEAI, It le pos- 
ftvia that Jones Is actually an agent of the BIS who, in contact log 

H Jk was attempting to penetrate the AX 8. It Is suggested that this 
memorandum be shown to Mr. Aradl, who is i*ll aeguair*^ -ith the detail a 
of the Jones ease, as well afi to C of the C. 3 station. It 

is possible that Jones Is working for the Soviets ~~ the Hnagarlaue 
in Rene. Since Vienna 1*. not in contact with our C~ 33 office, we 
shall not undertake to Inform this last station regarding Subject* 
Washington is In the best position t<% facile whether or not the above 
information should bo passed to CT . It la to be noted that 

Jones 1 connections with the Soviets or the Hungarian Intelligence Services 
have not been proved. His present address Is unknown, but is presumed 
to be Rome.
